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Federal Relations The American Council's Commission on Federal Relations 

Commission Reviews (formerly the Committee on Relationships of Higher Education 

Pending Legislation to the Federal Government) on December 5 reviewed and 
approved continuing support of those items in the Council's 


1961 "Proposed Program of Federal Action to Strengthen Higher Education" which Congress 
has not yet approved. 


PENDING LEGISLATION REVIEWED--Under the chairmanship of President David Henry of the 
University of Illinois, the commission gave special attention to the provisions of HR 
7215, introduced by Representative Edith Green of Oregon, which has been voted out by 
the House Committee on Education and Labor dnd is now before the Rules Committee. This 
version of the "Higher Education Bill" rathér than the Senate version, it was agreed, 
best represents the position of higher education on two main points: (1) grants and 
loans (rather than loans only) would be provided for assistance in construction of 
academic facilities; and (2) Federal scholarships would be administered by the institu- 
tions (rather than by State commissions). 


The commission voted to authorize appointment of an advisory group of specialists 
in student aid to recommend technical details necessary for effective implementation of 
a Federal scholarship program administered through the institutions. The recommendation 
will be considered by the commission at its next meeting. 


Dr. Wilbur Cohen, assistant secretary (for legislation), Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, gave an informal evaluation of prospects for 1962 legislation 
in higher education. He reported that the needs of colleges and universities would 
have a top priority in the Administration's legislative program, with prospects for 


the Higher Education Bill and the Health Professions Medical Aid Bill offering partvicu- 
lar encouragement. 


The commission gave careful attention to possible ways of strengthening the in- 
fluence of higher education in legislative issues, and instructed the staff to offer a 
plan in detail at the next meeting. 


SUBJECT UNDER STUDY--After discussion the commission deferred action on a proposal to 
support an amendment to the College Housing Loan Program which would provide for movable 
furniture in the initial capital outlay for a facility. The staff was asked to obtain 
further information for consideration at the next meeting. A motion was passed express- 


ing appreciation to Mr. Jay DuVon and other officials of HHFA for their successful 
administration of the program. 


CONTINUING FIGHT ON DEGREE MILLS--The commission voted to instruct President Wilson to 
urge the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare to continue the leadership which 
it assumed two years ago in the nation's fight against American degree mil It was 
reported that, at a time when fraudulent operators in education are thriving both at 
home and abroad, the work against them in the U.S. Office of Education is limited to 
part-time efforts of one person. 


TOWARD FASTER LEGISLATIVE ACTION--Subject to further action by the ACE Board of Directors 
the commission voted to give interim authority on legislative questions that may arise, 
to the Chairman of the Council, the President of the Council, and the Chairman of the 
commission.

Vice President director, Division of Higher Education, in the U. S. Office cf 
Education, to the newly created position of Council vice 

president. Designated one of the "Ten Outstanding Young men of the Nation" by the 

U. S. Junior Chamber of Commerce in 1959, Dr. Babbidge, 36, has held his present 

post for two years. 


He came to Washington in 1957 as assistant to the Secretary of the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. In 1958 he was named first director of the Financial 
Aid Branch, Division of Higher Education, U. S. Office of Education, with responsi- 
bility for administration of programs in higher education under the National Defense 
Education Act. 


A native of Massachusetts, Dr. Babbidge holds B.A., M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from 
Yale University. At Yale he served as assistant director, Student Appointment Bureau, 
1948-55; executive fellow, Pierson College, 1950-57; and lecturer in American studies, 
1954-57. 


571 NDEA Graduate The U. S. Commissioner of Education has approved 571 National 

Programs Approved Defense Graduate Fellowship Programs at 157 colleges and 

in 157 Institutions universities for the 1962-63 academic year. A total of 1,500 
graduate fellowships will be awarded in these approved programs 

about April 15. 


Of the 571 programs to be supported, 398 have received support in past years, and 
are being allocated additional fellowships. The remaining 173 programs are being 
supported for the first time. 


The approved programs were selected from among 1,120 proposals submitted by 173 
institutions which requested a total of 5,621 fellowships. These proposals were re- 
viewed and rated by the Title IV Advisory Committee augmented by an ll-member con- 
sultant panel composed of college presidents, deans, and professors. Their recom- 
mendations were studied by the Office of Education and served as the basis for the 
final list of approved programs. 


Tastitutions in every state except Alaska, and in the District of Columbia are 
participating in the program. 


The approved programs have been distributed among six fields: humanities 21.1 
percent; education 9.6 percent; social sciences 24.8 percent; biological sciences 
16.0 percent; physical sciences and mathematics 17.0 percent; and engineering 11.5 
percent. 


The list of participating institutions, the names of the approved programs, 
and the number of fellowships for each are included in a news release issued by the 
Public Information Office of the U.S. Office of Education, Washington 25, D. C. 


AAUW Will Continue President Logan Wilson of the Council has announced that 
Publication about arrangements have been completed with the American Association 
Women's Education of University Women for continuation of the publication of 

The Education of Women -- Information and Research Notes, 
formerly produced by the Council's Commissicn on the Education of Women. The publica- 
tion will be issued by the Educational Foundation of the AAUW. 


The Council's commission was established in 1953 and its publication was 
inaugurated in March 1958. Discontinuance of the commission was announced in the 
13th number of the publication, dated September 1961. The Ellis L. Phillips Founda- 
tion, which supported the Council's commission in its early years, is making a grant 
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to the AAUW Educational Foundation to assist in the publication of the first few 
issues, beginning in 1962. Thereafter the project will be the responsibility of 
the Educational Foundation. 


The Educational Foundation has announced that the coverage of the publication 
will be widened. It will be 6 to 8 pages in size and will appear regularly in 
March, June, September, and December. The first issue, to be distributed without 
charge, will appear in March 1962. 


The first issue will be mailed toall those on the special mailing list com- 
piled by the Commission on the Education of Women. Those who have been receiving 
copies as enclosures with issues of this Bulletin should request immediately that 
their names be added to the special mailing list if they desire to receive copies 
in the future.

Africa Committee The Carnegie Corporation of New York has announced a 
Receives Support grant of $90,000 to the Council for support of the 
African Liaison Committee. Established originally to 
work with the British Inter-University Council for Higher Education Overseas on 
common interests in Africa, the committee will now expand its role to work with 
African and American institutions to make the American educational aid program in 
Africa more effective. Council President Logan Wilson has appointed Dr. Arthur S. 
Adams, who retired at Council President on June 30, as chairman of this committee. 


The former chairman, Dr. J. L. Morrill of the Ford Foundation, will continue as a 
member. 


Placement Service A project originally proposed by the Council's Committee 
Directory Issued on College Teaching and carried out by the staff of the 

U. S. Office of Education has resulted in a new publica- 
tion by the Office, "Placement Services for Personnel in Higher Education.” 
Primarily, it is a directory, with some explanatory text. It includes two alpha- 
betical listings of reported placement services for higher education: (1) those . 
offered by professional associations, and (2) those offered by colleges and uni- 
versities. The first list was secured from a survey of professional associations; 
the second, from identification among the membership of the National Institutional 
Teacher Placement Association. Another section summarizes briefly some of the 
Other placement services available to colleges and universities. 


Identifying the current complex network of higher education placement ser- 
vices is the first step in a program to discover what additional machinery, if 
any, is needed to assist in meeting the future staff needs of the nation's col- 
leges and universities. The publication may be secured from the Superintendent 
of Documents, U. S. Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C. at 30 cents. 


College Enrollment Enrollment of full and part-time college students in- 
Near 3.9 Million creased this fall for the 10th consecutive year to an 

all-time high of 3,891,000, the U. S. Offiee of Educa- 
tion has reported. This exceeded by 7.8 percent the previous record of 3,610,000 
set in the fall of 1960.

The 1961 fall enrollees included 2,424,000 men and 1,467,000 women compared with 
2,271,000 men and 1,339,000 women in the fall of 1960. The percentage increase for 
men was 6.8; for women it was 9.5. 


The number of students enrolled for the first time in college rose to 1,026,000, 
e jump of 10.4 percent over the fall of 1960. Of the first-time enrollees this fall 
596,000 were men and 430,000, or 41.9 percent, were women. In the fall of 1960, 
543,000 of the new enrollees were men and 387,000, or 41.6 percent, were women. 


AEC Has Announced Glenn T. Seaborg, chairman of the U. S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
Equipment Grants sion, has announced that the commission has approved grants 


totaling $974,437 to 106 educational institutions. The grants 
will cover purchase of laboratory equipment and fabrication of neutron sources to 
initiate or expand curricula in the life and physical sciences and engineering re- 
lated to nuclear energy. Forty-seven of the colleges and universities are receiving 
grants from the commission for the first time. 


The grants are in two general categories: (1) physical sciences and engineering 
awards totaling $614,899 to fifty-six institutions (includes $25,630 for fabrication 
of neutron sources) and (2) life sciences awards totaling $359,538 to fifty institutions§ 


The grants thus announced bring to $21,307,496 the total assistance provided to 
474 educational institutions for laboratory equipment to be used in nuclear education 
since the program was initiated six years ago. In addition, the commission has to 
date loaned approximately $11,500,000 worth of nuclear materials to many of these 
institutions. 


FCC Plans More Support of A division of research and education has been 
Educational Broadcasting established by the Federal Communications Commission 
to provide more effective service in behalf of educational J 
broadcasting. The chief of the new office is Mr. Hyman H. Goldin, who was previously 
chief of FCC's economics division. Announcement was made of the new division by 
Chairman Newton N. Minow in a recent address to the National Association of Educa- 
tional Broadcasters. Mr. Minow described the functions of the new division and 
urged educators to support legislation and other efforts toward development of a 
nation-wide educational TV system. Copies of his address will be supplied on request 
to the FCC, Washington 25, D. C. or to the Joint Council on Educational Broadcasting, 
which is now located at 161° Massachusetts Avenue, N.W. Washington 6, D. C. 


"Meet the Professor" "Meet the Professor," the national series of half-hour 
Will Ccntinue on TV TV programs designed to present a realistic and dramatic 


picture of today's professors and their activities in the 
nation's colleges, will return to the air Sunday, January 7, 1962, over the ABC 
television network. 


The series which will be aired Sundays at 2:30 p.m. New York time from January 
to mid-June, has been expanded from 15 programs last year to 25 this season. It is 
a cooperative venture of the Association for Higher Education (NEA) and the Public 
Affairs department of ABC News. 


"Meet the Professor" will feature each week a professor from a different college 
or university. The series presents these teachers in their classrooms, laboratories, 
and offices, and emphasizes their professional lives through their work in teaching, 
research, and public service. 


Research Pushed Additional emphasis will be given to basic research in 
in Engineering engineering through establishment of an Engineering 


Section within the National Science Foundation. The 
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new section, which replaces the Engineering Sciences Program office, will encompass 
a wide variety of programs in engineering research. 


The new section will consider proposals for basic research in all fields of 
engineering. In addition to the fundamental engineering sciences such as theoretical 
and applied mechanics, basic research areas such as those involving designs and 
systems engineering will be supported. Special encouragement will be given in basic 
areas of national need, for example, fire research and transportation. 


Dr. Samuel Seely, on leave from Case Institute of Technology where he is pro- 
fessor of Electrical Engineering, heads the new section. 


IIE Opens First Dr. Douglas Ward will head the first overseas office of 
Overseas Office the Institute of International Eiucation, it has been 

announced: by Kenneth Holland, IIE president. The office, 
which will be responsibile for IIE's program in Latin America, will have headquarters 
in Lima, Peru. Dr. Ward will begin operations there early next year. 


As part of the Institute's expanding program, offices will also be opened in 
Asia and Africa. The major role of these offices will be to provide information 
and evaluation services to U. S. colleges and universities. In addition, they 


will provide information on U. S higher education to foreign institutions and 
individuals. 


One problem which IIE believes that the overseas offices will help solve is 
the evaluation of academic credentials and degrees in developing nations. In this 
way, the IIE offices will perform a service to U. S. colleges and universities in the 
screening and selection of students seeking U. S. study opportunities. 


Government Offers A five-hundred page catalog listing all U. S. Government 
Catalogue of Films films currently available for public educational use has 


been released by the United States Office of Education. 
The films include both motion pictures and film strips. Listing is confined to those 
films to which the Federal Government possesses negative and reproduction rights; 
and to those films which, if not owned by the Government, are presented officially 
by the Government and to which the Government has major distribution rights; and to 


those films which are actually available and in sufficient numbers of prints to 
serve the public. 


A subject matter index shows that the film collection covers a range of topics 
from AWOL to Zoysia grass, and includes such diverse topics as surgical techniques, 
aeronautics, farming, speech defects, atomic energy, child psyciiatry, electricity, 
fingerprinting, food adulteration, conservation of natural resources, hospital 
administration, disease-carrying insects, sabotage, race problems, radiation, 
American history lectures, senior citizens, painting, and war. 


The catalog may be obtained through the Superintendent of Documents, Washington 
2, D. C., for $2.75 per copy. 


AAUW Expands Roster of A unique locator service which will assist colleges and 

Women with Doctorates universities to find trained, able professional personnel 
will be developed by the AAUW Educational Foundation, 

according to an announcement by Dr. Anna L. Rose Hawkes, president. A $20,000 

grant from the Fund for the Advancement of Education is making possible a two-year 


expansion and development program for the association's Roster of Women Holding 
Earned Doctorates. 


Updated roster files fill contain more detailed information. In addition, 
institutions will be able to ask that files be checked for each opening. Copies 
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of the records of women whose training and experience seem to qualify them for the 
position available will be sent to the inquiring institution. Since the roster is 
not a placement service, no references will be kept nor recommendations made. The 
expanded roster will help to meet the critical faculty shortage in higher education 
and will help women advance within the educational profession.

Few Women Choose Relatively few women choose science as a career. Although 
Science Careers women have been broadening their occupational interests over 

the last few decades, the traditional fields of teaching and 
nursing still remain the professions drawing the largest number of women in pro- 
fessional careers. Of those who do choose to enter science, educational institutions 
are the leading source of employment. 


This and other information on women scientists and the potentialities of science 
as a career for women are contained in Women in Scientific Careers, a report just 
issued by the National Science Foundation. The report is a compilation of available 
data on the training and employment of women in various scientific fields, and a 
brief study of the factors controlling women's selection of and participation in 
scientific careers.

ry Cuban Refugee Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, Abraham Ribicoff, 
i Aid Continued has announced continuation of federal financial support for 
the education of Cuban refugees located in the Miami, Florida, 

area. Included is the sum of $27,250 to the University of Miami for professional 
training and placement of Cuban refugees in the fields of dental medicine and law. 
Another allocation of $400,000 will provide continuing financial support of college- 
university loans for Cuban refugee students, Secretary Ribicoff pointed out. These 
funds, also to be used during the first semester of the current academic year, will 
help defray the cost of higher .education for about 1,500 Cuban students enrolled at 
approximately 160 institutions in the United States. 


OECD Fellowships Applications are now being accepted for Organization for 
Again Available Economic Cooperation and Development Senior Visiting Fellow- 
ships for 1962. About 20 awards will be made to citizens 
and nationals of the United States under the program administered by the National 
Science Foundation. The fellowships are designed to assist institutions in sending 
senior staff scientists, mathematicians, and engineers to study new techniques and 
developments at advanced research and educational institutions primarily in the 
O.E.C.D. member countries or in countries cooperating with that organization. 


Public or publicly supported scientific or technical institutions, or private 
training or research institutions of a nonprofit character in the United States, 
its territories, or possessions, may nominate individuals for 0.E.C.D. Senior Visiting 
Fellowships. An institution may nominate individuals who (a) are citizens or nationals 
of the United States as of April 2, 1962; (b) have full professional standing in the 
field with which the fellowship is to be concerned; (c) have at least five years' 
experience in research, teaching, or other relevent professional work; and (d) have 
the necessary capability.

Business Absorbs Business and industry are the greatest beneficiaries of 
of Graduates American colleges and universities, after the alumni them- 
selves, according to a survey report issued by the Council 
for Financial Aid to Education. The Council conducted the survey among 83 colleges 
and universities which represent a cross-section of American higher education, both 
by type and by geography. Of 471,000 alumi whose occupations are known by the 
reporting institutions, 41.8 percent are employed by business and industry, as 
against 15.6 per cent in education and 22 per cent in the other professions. 


Business and industry employ 4.2 per cent more of the alumni of the 83 
institutions than are engaged in all of the professions combined. The remaining 
alumni reported upon in the council's survey are employed as follows: housewives, 
11.7 percent; government service, 6.4 per cent; self-employed, 1.3 per cent; and 
re farming, ranching, conservation, 1.2 per cent. Weighting of the percentages does 
| not change the finding that business and industry, of all employers, have the 
| largest share of the "products" of U.S. higher education. 


| Demand for Scientists The National Science Foundation has released a report, 
' still Growing Rapidly The Long-Range Demand for Scientific and Technical 


Personnel -- A Methodological Study, that points to a 
near doubling of the demand for scientists and engineers between 1959 and 1970. 


The study, conducted for NSF by the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, is part of a continuing program for providing national information 
fy on the supply of and demand for scientific and technical personnel. 


. The report contains illustrative projections, in occupational and industry 

, detail, of the demand for scientists and engineers in 1970. These projections 
indicate that the demand for scientists and engineers in the total civilian 

£ economy, under the assumptions stated in the report, may rise approximately 85 
percent between early 1959 end 1970--from about 1,096,000 in 1959 to 2,032,000 


in 1970. For engineers, tne projected increase is 90 percent, from 782,800 in 
199 to 1,484,000 in 1970. 


A growth rate of about 75 percent over the ll-year period is indicated for 
all scientists as a group, from 313,400 in early 199 to 548,000 in 1970. The 
scientific professions in which the most rapid increases are expected are mathe- 
maticians, physicists, metallurgists, and medical scientists.

nals sipnificant program will be initiated over a three-year period in eleven southern 


states -- Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, and Virginia.

Designed to add fully-qualified women to the nation's resources of college 
faculty, the program will not only help to relieve the acute shortage of trained 
college personnel, but will provide unusual opportunity for the mature women to 
embark on a professional career in higher education. Some of the "students" 
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accepted for the demonstration will be wives and mothers whose family responsibilities 
are lessened as their children reach high school or college age. Others will be womeg 
whose plans for a professional career have had to be deferred for financial or other 
reasons. 


Approximately fifty candidates, thirty-five years of age or older, who hold the 
bachelor's or master's degree, will be selected each year for further education in 
one of the cooperating graduate schools. Universities which have already expressed 
interest in the plan include Auburn, Duke, Emory, Louisiana State, Tulane, Vanderbilt, 
Florida, Kentucky, North Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia. 


Grants-in-aid for tuition and necessary expenses will be awarded on the basis 
of need to those candidates who live within commuting distance of the universities 
they attend. 


The first group under the program will enroll in September 1962. Applications 
should be made not later than April 15, 1962.

Science Resources Establishment of a Science Resources Planning Office in the 
Subject of Study National Science Foundation has been announced by Dr. Alan T, 


Waterman, NSF director. The office will serve as a focus for 
studies of the nation's future needs and resources for research and education in 
science. Dr. Richard H. Bolt has been named to head the SRPO and to occupy a new 1 
foundation position, Associate Director (Planning). 


"The importance of scientific progress," said Dr. Waterman, "and the rapid 
growth of our science and technology call for increased abilities to analyze trends, ; 
to study the effects of federal programs on the conduct of research and teaching in 
science, and to anticipate future demands on the nation's science resources." The 

new office, Dr. Waterman stated, will pull together needed analyses of critical 

issues and will present the results in forms particularly suitable for use in policy 


formation and decision making. 


The SRPO, in studying science resources, will vse information developed in 
cooperation with educational institutions, with industry, and with government 
agencies. It will also encourage and sponsor relevant studies by other organiza- 
tions, both public and private. In carrying out its responsibilities, the Office 
will be responsive to the needs of the Federal Council for Science and Technology 
and of the office of the President's Special Assistant for Science and Technology. | 
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
